Joe F. Diebold, Kelso, show-ed 
the group the necessity of apply­ 
ing lime at least six months in ad­ 
vance of seeding alfalfa. Mr. Die­ 
bold also has a trench silo; the 
group was interested in its opera­ 
tion. 
E. A. Sprcnger has a good field 
of corn seeded on the 
contour. 
Soil loss was cut more than 50 
per cent this spring, according to 
observation of Mr. Sprenger. Mr. 
Sprenger also used 
32 per cent 
phosphate on part of a field 
of 
wheat. 
He seeded red clover in 
the field this spring. 
The clover 
on the land where phosphate was 
applied was obviously hardier in 
growth having a better color and 
appearing thicker on the ground. 
In the afternoon J. J. Reiss dis­ 
cussed his pasture system recom­ 
mending vetch highly. 
Mr. Reiss 
plows his vetch pasture after the

Red Spider’ Seen 


Invading Rural 


Fields in Area 


Red Spider has been reported 
in several communities 
through­ 
out New Madrid County, accord­ 
ing to County Agent Herlinger. 
The red spider, which is not a 
spider but an eight-legged mite, 
is very small, and varies in color 
from very light green to reddish 
brown. One must lock very close­ 
ly as the largest of the mites are 
only about 1-60 of an inch long. 
Prevention is the best control 
measure. Woods such 
as 
poke- 
wood. Jimson weed, iron weed and 
wild blackberries should be de­ 
stroyed in 
and 
around 
cot t n 
fields. Beans, corn, tomatoes, egg 
plant and onions also harbor the 
pest. 
Control measures are not en­ 
tirely satisfactory, and are expen­ 
sive. The use of 15 pounds per 
acre of superfine dusting sulphur 
gives the best 
centre 1, 
provided 
the sulphur is applied properly to 
the underside of the leaves. Or­ 
dinary flowers of sulphur should 
not be used. A spray of l lt> gal- 
lc ns of 33 degree, Baume lime- 
ulphur in 100 gallons of bordeaux 
Will kill all the mites it cover 
Thi 
spray, too, must thoroughly 
cover the under side of all the in­ 
fected leaves 
to 
be 
effective. 
Farmer, should be careful not to 
spread the 
spider 
by 
plowing 
through infe. ted patches. If these 
are small, the plants should be 
pulled and burned with straw.

ILL HEALTH AND THE 
RELIEF LOAD 


I wonder how many case work­ 
ers have had something 
of 
the 
same feeling that I had when I 
walked into my first relief house­ 
hold. 
It seemed to me that all the 
members of that family had some­ 
thing physically wrong with them 
and that the fam ily was unusually 
large in number. 
Further 
contact 
with 
relief 
household 
fixed 
these 
opinions 
more firmly in my mind and soon 
I was naively sure that all that had 
to be done to solve the relief prob­ 
lem was to cure these people of 
their ills. 
Of course, all 
of 
us 
realize that our problem is 
not 
that easily defined or simply solv­ 
ed. 
The impact of ill health 
as 
a 
contributing factor to dependency, 
however, has always been recog­ 
nized by persons in social welfare 
work. 
Recent evidence 
of 
the 
magnitude of this ill health factor 
has served to focus public atten­ 
tion on the problem on a national 
scale and has resulted in renewed 
emphasis on possible solutions. 
During 
1935-36 
t h e 
United 
States Public Health Service con­ 
ducted a survey on a sample basis 
of the impact of ill health on the 
Nation’s people. 
This 
National 
Health Survey supplied evidence, 
long locking, of the severity of dis­ 
abling illnesses and accidents and 
from such returns estimates could 
be made of the total cost 
of 
ill 
health through loss of wages, loss

of jobs and the toll taken in cur­ 
ing many preventable diseases. 
One important finding 
of 
this 
survey was the relationship estab­ 
lished between ill health and de­ 
pendency. 
The central fact over­ 
whelmingly 
demonstrated 
w a s 
that with poverty goes a higher 
rate of sickness. 
This conclusion 
was based on data gathered 
in 
eighty-one cities in 
the 
Nation. 
From these data it was found that 
the frequency of illness disabling 
for one week or longer during the 
twelve months preceding the time 
of the survey was 234 per 1.000 for 
relief families and 174 per 1.000 
for non-relief families with 
in­ 
comes of $3,000 
or 
more. 
This 
rate for relief persons was fifty- 
seven per cent higher than for the 
$3,000 income class. 
Not only were relief persons dis­ 
abled more often than non-relief 
persons but they were also disabl- 
; ed for a longer period 
of 
time 
J when they were sick. 
The num­ 
ber of days of disability per per- 
; son per year for all relief persons 
was 17.4 days, while for 
those 
with incomes of $3,000 or more it 
was only 6.5 days. 
These data all show the vicious 
circle of circumstances surround­ 
ing persons 
unfortunate 
enough 
to find themselves dependent upon 
society. 
Not only are 
they 
in 
poor health more frequently than 
the independent but they are 
ill 
longer. 
Ill health often 
causes 
them 
to 
become dependent and 
then operates to keep them that 
way.

Out of 20,000 fingerlings which 
were transportated recently from 
Sequiota state hatchery to M on- 
tauk hachery, a distance of 125 
.miles, only 17 died. U nder the old 
system, by which fingerlings were 
transported 
in

cans 
and 
metal drums, it was unusual to 
lose as m any as 10 per cent, which 
in this case, might have m eant the 
loss of 2000 fingerlings. 
This was only one of a number 
of test hauls w’hich 
have

m ade with the new’ trucks, all of

The new trucks, of which there 
are now six in operation over the 
state, w ere designed by Dr. G. B.

MORE DEADLY THAN BOMBS 


When a bomber of a 
warring 
nation destroys important indus­ 
tries and kills helpless people, it 
causes public consternation 
and 
determination to correct the evil. 
Minor news items in Oregon in 
two days reported death and de­ 
struction by fire which puts the 
average bomber to shame. 
For 
intsance, three children were trap­ 
ped and burned to death in an up­ 
stairs bedroom in their home and 
a neighbor was injured in attem p t­ 
ing 
their 
rescue. 
Fire 
swept 
through and virtually destroyed a 
logging community comprised 
of 
homes and an abandoned sawm ill. 
Another blaze destroyed a seed e x ­ 
perimental plant and canned milk 
to the value of $150.000. A fourth 
fire swept through a railroad sid­ 
ing at a cost of $75,000. 
A fifth 
fire burned a sawmill at a cost of 
$40,000, leaving 80 em ployes job­ 
less. 
That’s better than the average 
record of death and 
destruction 
caused by a modern bomber, and 
yet it is simply the report of the 
fires in one sparsely settled state 
for two days.
